Pursuant to the foregoing warrant, the Meeting was called 
to order at 10:00 A.M. by the Moderator, Robert F. Thurrell. 
The Moderator read Article 1, and Article 2, pertaining to the 
election of Town Officers. 


ARTICLE 1. To choose a Town Clerk for three years, a 


Collector of Taxes for 3 years, Treasurer for one year, one Auditor 
for two years, one Selectman for three years, one Trustee of Trust 
Funds for one year, one Trustee of Trust Funds for three years, 
one Library Trustee for three years, one Water and Sewer Com- 
missioner for three years, three members of the Budget Com- 
mittee for three years, one Parks and Playgrounds Commissioner 
for three years, one Fire Commissioner for three years, one 
Municipal Electric Commissioner for three years, one Police Com- 
missioner for three years, and one or more Overseers of the Poor 
for one year. 


ARTICLE 2. To choose all other Town Officers and agents. 


The motion was made by Osborne Abbott and seconded by 
Thomas O’Dowd to act on Article 1 and Article 2, and refrain 
from reading the remaining Articles of the Warrant until the 
evening meeting; voice vote was in the affirmative and so de- 
clared by the Moderator. Therefore, balloting started at this time, 
10:00 A. M. 


The remaining Articles of the Warrant to he read and acted 
upon at the evening meeting. 


7:00 P. M. 


The meeting was called to order by the Moderator, Robert 
F. Thurrell, at which time we refrained from further balloting 
until after the remaining Articles of the Warrant was acted upon. 


Thomas O’Dowd made the motion to refrain from reading 
the warrant in its entirety, providing each article be read in full 
before acted upon.

To see if the Town of Wolfeboro will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of $30,000. for the purpose of de- 
fraying the cost of preliminary report and plan preparation for 
Water System improvements including sources for additional 
supply for the Town of Wolfeboro, such sum to be raised by the 
issuance of not exceeding $30,000. in Serial Bonds or Notes under 
and in compliance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance 
Act (Chapter 33 of the New Hampshire Statutes Annotated 1955 
and any amendments thereto.) (This Article not recommended 
by the Budget Committee.) A motion was made by Russell Chase 
and seconded by Russell G. Claflin to adopt the article as read. 
Mr. Russell Chase spoke on this Article, explaining the need for 
future study. Discussion followed. H. Fred Osgood, superinten- 
dent, listed the results of the last study. Dr. Lawrence S. Toms 
spoke of the work not yet carried out by the Water Department 
recommended by the former study by Edwards & Kelsey.

pating departments. A motion was made by Willard Whiting, and 
seconded by Carl Contois to accept Article 13 as read. Questions 
asked by Guy Foss and Paul Kimball were explained by Selectman 
Edward Zulauf. Voice vote was in the affirmative and so de- 
clared by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the 
Selectmen to appoint a study committee comprised of at least 
five members to explore the present form of Town Government 
with the object of making our Town Government more efficient, 
economical, and practical and report their findings and recom- 
mendations back to the 1970 Town Meeting. A motion was made 
by Russell Chase, and seconded by Jefferson Lovering to accept 
Article 14 as read. Voice vote was in the affirmative and so de- 
clared by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to take the necessary steps that would make it possible to 
modify the powers of, or to amend the composition of, or to elimin- 
ate any or all Town Commissions by vote of any future Town 
Meeting. A motion was made by Kenneth Morgan and seconded 
to pass over the Article. Selectman Edward W. Zulauf was called 
upon to explain the Article. Questions were asked by Louis Soucey, 
Guy L. Foss, Bradley Bentley, Charles Foss, Jr., and Chief Arnold 
Wentworth. After much discussion pro and con, Carl Contois 
moved not to pass over Article 15, and it was seconded. Henry 
Stevens made a motion to adopt Article 15 as read, seconded by 
Thomas O’Dowd.

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TOWN GOVERNMENT STUDY COMMITTEE REPORT 


The Annual Town Meeting of the Town of Wolfeboro, New 
Hampshire was held at Brewster Memorial Town Hall Building 
on March 11, 1969. Article 14 of the Warrant read as follows: 
“To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Selectmen to appoint 
a study committee comprised of at least five members to explore 
the present form of Town Government with the object of making 
cur Town Government more efficient, economical, and practical 
and report their findings and recommendations back to the 1970 
Town Meeting.” The vote was in the affirmative. 

Pursuant to the instruction set forth in the above Article 
14 of the Warrant, the Selectmen did name a committee, the 
members of which were sworn in about July 20, 1969. The Select- 
men on August 20, 1969 brought together the persons Hsted 
below who had been named ‘to the Committee. 


Leslie Chamberlain Wayne J. Kelloway 
Arthur J. Good ee Has, 

Dorothy Gould Charlesworth K. Neilson 
Norris Harriman Stenley F. Swanton 


Selectmen, Leonard F. Hubbard, Noyes V. Moore, and Edward 
W. Zulauf, each offered a few introductory remarks to set forth 
and clarify the problems of the present form of government. At 
the continuing meeting after the meeting with the Selectmen, 
Mr. Swanton was elected Chairman of the Study Committee and 
Mrs. Gould and Mrs. Morse were elected Co-Clerks. 
As a first step in the study it was agreed that the person 
vi persons in charge of each department should be invited to 
weet with the Study Committee to discuss the operation of that 
department. It was planned to ask about matters such as coop- 
eration and coordination, and to ask them to suggest what, if 
anything, needed to be done in that department ‘to improve its 
operation. Each one was to be asked his opinion as to possible 
changes in the structure of Town Government to bring about 
greater efficiency in providing the services desired by the voters. 
Meetings were held with the following groups for full and free 
discussions: 
Selectmen 
Budget Committee 
Conservation Committee 
Fire Department 
Highway Department 
Municipal Electric Department 
Parks & Playgrounds 
Planning Board 
Police Department 
Water and Sewer Department 
Wolfeboro Brewster Memorial Library 
A meeting was held with the Selectmen and Town Manager 
of Meredith, N. H., Meredith, with a resident population of 2800 
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and a summer population of 12,000, is in a situation similar to 
that of Wolfeboro. Although the resident population is only 
2800, it must, nevertheless, provide services for a city of 12,000 
or more. They were mindful of the fact that the tax contribution 
of the seasonal residents was a major factor in ‘tax receipts. 

Meredith has found it much easier 'to attract qualified Se- 
iectmen now that the details of operation and the bulk of the 
questions and complaints are handled by a specialist in the field 
of government. One of the Selectmen stated ithat he would 
never consider being a Selectman without a Town Manager, 
which Meredith has had since 1948. At the time of this meeting 
in Meredith Mr. Hardy, the Town Manager, agreed to come to 
Wolfeboro to meet with the Study Committee. The present 
structure and method of operation was reviewed in some depth. 
He then reviewed other possible forms of Town Government and 
gave his opinion of the strengths and weaknesses of each. 

Professor Lawrence O’Connell of the University of New 
Hampshire, who has a great deal of knowledge and information 
about various forms of Town Government met with the com- 
mittee. Professor O’Connell not only has much knowledge about 
the problem in general but was also a member of a study group 
in another town which recommended a change in the structure of 
the Town Government. As a Selectman he has been able to 
observe the working of 'the Town Manager form. 

Messrs. Neilson and Swanton arranged a meeting with. Mr. 
Robert Rhodes in Concord. Mr. Rhodes, the Commissioner of 
Public Safety for the State of New Hampshire, was formerly 
Town Manager in Meredith and in Ashland. Later on he was 
a Selectman in Meredith. He volunteered to come to Wolfeboro 
to meet with the full Committee which offer was gratefully ac- 
cepted. He reviewed possible alternatives and made suggestions 
as to things permissible under present statutes and things which 
probably are not. 

The wealth of opinion and information made available to 
the committee about the present form of Town Government sug- 
gested that Wolfeboro’s municipal operation should be reviewed 
very carefully. With the cooperation of the Selectmen, a chart 
was drawn up showing the lines of authority and responsibility, 
and also showing those departments, committees or commissions 
elected by the voters and responsible to none but the voters. 
There are presently six (6) Commissions or Committees, two (2) 
Boards of Trustees plus the Auditors, Moderator, Overseer of 
Public Welfare, Supervisors of the Check List, Tax Collector, 

Town Clerk, and Town Treasurer. It is true that some of these 
are elected at Town Meeting and some are elected at different 
time of election, but they are all elected officials. 

Although many people, and perhaps most people, assume that 
che Selectmen as their directly elected representatives have the 
responsibility for the conduct of the Town’s business, the fact 
is that their authority is strictly limited. 
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Hach Commission is autonomous in operation aud answers 
to none for its operations. It sets its own policies, pays its own 
bills, accounts for its disbursements and to a major degree does 
its own purchasing. Commission members are by and large dedi- 
cated citizens who work conscientiously and devote more time 
to Commission work than should be expected of a citizen with 
little to compensate him except the satisfaction of contributing 
to a civic cause. 

it is not fair to criticize the Commissioners for inefficiency 
in operation when most of the blame should rest largely with 
the system. It seems to be difficult to find qualified people to run 
for election because of the great demand made on their time 
when ‘they still have to make a living. Commissioners elected 
by popular vote may not always know a great deal about the 
business they are elected to direct, and the term of office is too 
short to develop expertise in the field. It is asking to much of 
any department to acquire and use skills which may be common 
in another field. For instance, it seems wasteful in these days 
of skilled law enforcement officers to take the time of one or 
more persons to calculate the payrolls, write the payroll checks, 
pay for materials purchased and make an accounting for funds 
received. 

Att tthe present time there is no effective way of co-ordinat- 
ing the work of the various departments, even though in most 
instances there is a high degree of co-operation. It seems, for 
instance, highly inefficient to have a road rebuilt or resurfaced 
during one week only to have it torn up soon ‘thereafter for a 
water line, a sewer line, or connections thereto. Also there may 
be times when men and machines from one department are idle 
yet another department may lack men and machines. 


The Selectmen mave a backbreaking, almost seven day a week 
job. Not only do they have a monumental task in the day to 
day operation of the Town, but residents in general and sum- 
mer residents in particular go to the Selectmen with complaints 
which properly should be addressed to the appropriate Com- 
mission or Committee. Many people do not understand that the 
Selectmen are not responsible for anything and everything that 
happens. 

One of the major tasks falling to the Selectmen is that of 
assessing property. Proper and equitable assessing calls for up- 
to-date records and constant revision of records when property 
changes hands. Notwithstanding the importance of the assess- 
or’s job, tools are not provided to diminish the burden. A tax 
map is not presently available, although the Selectmen recog- 
nize the necessity of it. Such a map should be prepared in the 
near future by competent specialists, and kept up to date period- 
ically thereafter. 

The Selectmen face a major time-consuming task in trying 
to keep up with new rules and regulations issued by State and 
Federal authorities. An oversight in this area could prove em- 
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barrassing and might even be costly. Then, too, legal problems 
arise now much more frequently and must be dealt with. 
The Selectmen need help and they need it NOW! 


Reference to the 1968 Annual Reports of the Town of Wolfe- 
boro shows an income of over $1,000,00v. without taking into 
account the income of the Municipal Electric Department. Each 
year services are being expanded and improvements are being 
mad with the prospect of ever increasing demands for service 
being made by taxpayers. Any reorganization of the Town Gov- 
eenment should take into account not only the present cirecum- 
stances, but should also try to establish a basic framework of op- 
eration which can be expanded easily to take care of growth or 
changed conditions and requirements. 

If one considers that the Town Government of Wolfeboro is 
now “big business” and will inevitably get bigger, then considera- 
tion should be given to an organizational set-up paralleling to a 
considerable degree the well proven lines of authority and respon- 
sibility used by Corporations. 

The voters can be likened to the shareholders of a Corpora- 
tion. It is they who elect their representatives to administer 
the business of the Town, and it is they who can replace them if 
their performance is not satisfactory. 


The Selectmen elected directly by the voters, are equivalent 
to the Board of Directors of a Corporation. The Board is res- 
ponsible for the establishment of policy and for the direction 
of all boards, commissions, committees, and persons not specifically 
reporting to the voters. The Board is also responsible for the 
appointment of an officer to supervise the details of operation of 
the Town, whose title could be that of Town Manager. 

The Town Manager, appointed by the Selectmen, has duties 
similar to those of the President of a Corporation. He is re- 
sponsible for the day-to-day operation of the various departments 
and for the coordination so essential to the efficient use of men, 
machines and money. He is regularly available for consultation 
and discussion with tthe general public. He supervises the col- 
lection of taxes He is responsible for all expenditures for de- 
partments under his jurisdiction, and for a proper accounting for 
ail disbursements. He is directly responsible to the Selectmen 
and can be discharged by them. 


The appended chart is your Study Committees recommen- 
dation for a flexible organizational structure which can be ex- 
panded at any time to fit any need. No change is suggested for 
the direct election by the voters and accountability to the voters 
for the following: 


Selectmen Supervisors of the Check List 
Auditors Town Clerk 

Budget Committee Town Treasurer 

Moderator 
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It should be noted, however, that major changes are sug- 
gested which would put all other boards, commissions, commit- 
tees, departments, and persons either under the direct super- 
vision of the Board of Selectmen, or under ‘the supervision of 
the Town Manager who is appointed by the Board of Selectmen 
and is responsible to them. 

Should the Town accept the recommendation of the Study 
Committee, it will be necessary to initiate legislation to make 
the recommendation fully effective. Unless this is done in time 
for the 1971 legislative session. nothing further can be done 
until the 1978 session. 

For these reasons your Committee recommends this change 
in town government organization. If you are in favor, vote Yes 
to the question on your ballot which reads as follows: 

“Do you favor adoption of the Town Manager plan as pro- 
vided in Chapter 37 of the Revised Statutes Annotated?” 

In the event of an affirmative vote, this article will become 
effective as of the date of the annual Town Meeting in 1971.

To the Inhabitants of the Town of Wolfeboro in the County 
of Carroll in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at Brewster Memorial Town 
Hall Building in said Wolfeboro on Tuesday, the tenth day of 
March next at ten of the clock in the forenoon to seven o’clock in 
the afternoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose a Treasurer for one year, one Au- 
ditor for two years, one Selectman for one year, one Selectman 
for three years, one Trustee of Trust Funds for three years, one 
Library Trustee for three years, one Water and Sewer Commis- 
sioner for three years, three members of the Budget Committee 
for three years, two Parks and Playgrounds Commissioners for 
three years, one Fire Commissioner for three years, one Munici- 
pal Electric Commissioner for one year, one Municipal Electric 
Commissioner for three years, one Police Commissioner for one 
year, one Police Commissioner for two years, one Police Com- 
missioner for three years, and one or more Overseers of the 
Welfare for one year. 
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ARTICLE 2. To choose all other Town Officers and agents. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to sell any property taken by tax ‘title or otherwise. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the 
Selectmen to authorize the Tax Collector to allow a discount on 
real estate taxes if paid before December Ist, at a rate of dis- 
count not to exceed the rate at which the Town can borrow 
money on short term notes. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to hire a sum of money necessary to pay expenses in antici- 
pation of taxes. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Tax Collector to appoint a Deputy under the provisions of Section

To see if the Town of Wolfeboro will raise 
and appropriate the sum of Seven Thousand Dollars, ($7,000.) to 
install granite curbing on both sides of South Main Street, be- 
tween the Post Office and Pickering Corner, (junction of Route 
No. 28 & No. 109). We further request that the area, the berm, 
between the outside of the sidewalk and the curbing be seeded to 
grass and maintained. (This Article not recommended by the 
Budget Committee .) 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Eighteen Hundred Dollars ,($1,800.) to 
rebuild Varney Road from Friend Street towards Bay Street. 
(This Article recommended by the Budget Committee.) 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000.) to 
complete the rebuilding of College Road. We are appreciative of 
the work which has been done during 1968 and 1969, but we 
believe that this partial effort is not sufficient to warrant the 
funds already spent unless the rebuilding is completed. (This 
Article not recommended by the Budget Committee.) 


ARTICLE 12. To see if tthe Town will vote to instruct 
the Selectmen tto change the name of Factory Street in the Town 
of Wolfeboro to Lehner Street as a memorial to Eugene F. Lehner, 
Sr., former Fire Commissioner killed in the line of duty 29 
January 1969. 


ARTICLE 138. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum not to exceed $111,000.00 to provide for ad- 
ditions to electric substation for the Electric Department, said 
sum to be raised by Bonds or Serial Notes, payment to be made 
from earnings of the Electric Department. (This Article rec- 
ommended by the Budget Committee.) 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum not to exceed $39,000.00 for the purchase of 
a line construction truck, said sum to be raised by Serial Notes, 
payment to be made from earnings of the Electric Department.

BUDGET COMMITTEER’S REPORT 


This year the Budget Committee has reviewed 'the requests 
of the various Town Departments. This report will review the 
major changes and special appropriations. 


For the first time the voter in the privacy of the voting booth 
must pass or veto the borrowing of funds by bonds or serial 
notes in excess of $20,000. We cannot under-emphasize the 
potential harm the uninformed voter may do their town. 


Two of the three Articles, which are on the printed ballot, 
concern bond issues for the Municipal Electric Department. The 
revenue from the sale of these bonds will be used for additions 
to the Substation and for a new Bucket Truck. The Budget Com- 
mittee has recommended these expenditures and the borrowing of 
these funds. 


The third Article on the printed ballot recommended by 
the Budget Committee is for the second stage in the sewer plan- 
ping and development. 


A more complete explanation of these above Articles may 
be found in the respective departmental reports. 


A fourth Article which falls below the legal limit calls for 
the borrowing of $19,000 for a Tax map In all Towns in New 
Hampshire which are undergoing rapid expansion, the map- 
ping of the town for tax purposes is a must. The dependence 
on the property tax for revenue requires this much needed assess- 
ing guideline for the equal treatment of the taxpayers. The 
Budget Committee has given its support and recommendation 
of this Article and the expenditure. 


A casual glance at many appropriations reveals a gradual 
increase. Wages for all town employees have increased 5.6% 
due to the increase in the cost of living. Also most Departments 
have asked for merit raises. Not all these were granted in total. 
Along the lines of our present economic situation, the increase 
in the interest rate for tax anticipation notes has caused a 
53200 increase in that appropriation. As with salary increases 
for employees, the complexity of ‘town government needs an in- 
crease for the Town Officers’ Salaries. 


In keeping with an expanding policy to provide additional 
services to the taxpayer, the Parks and Playgrounds Commission 
has requested funds for a Recreation Director. His duties will 
include management of the Ski Slope, supervision of Carry Beach, 
and augmenting any new programs which are feasible with ex- 
isting facilities. 


_ The remainder of the increases pertain to new construc- 
tion or the Highway Department and in some cases both. The 
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drainage ditch along the northern edge of Back Bay will under- 
go a major cleaning out and bank improvement. This, if the 
planned effect is realized, will facilitate the drainage along Center 
Street, and the Shopping Center. As for the Highway Depart- 
ment, the tar account has increased $2500 due mainly to price 
increases. A new line item which formerly was inciuded in 
winter maintenance is $3000 for salt. A new heavy duty truck 
and a new snow plow result in an expense of $10,680. This will 
replace the old Mack Truck which has gone several years beyond 
economical operation. 


The following new construction of town roads was approved: 


Oakwood Road, Gravel, improve drainage and tar $17,000. 
Trotting Track Road, continue program 2,000. 
Carry Beach, Tar Parking lot, clean Indian Carry 1,085. 
Highlands-Water Village Road, gravel 1,500. 
Varney Road, improve drainage, raise road level 1,800 
Abenaki Ski Slope Rd. Gravel and Tar portion of 

entrance Rd. 800. 
Resurface Main St. Pickering Corner to Mill St. in 

conjunction with state resurfacing project 2,500. 


Two items were not recommended: one—- An item for $7000 
for curbing along South Main St. Second—an additional appro- 
priation of $5000. for College Rd. The Committee was of the 
opinion that remaining funds from previous appropriations plus 
available TRA funds were sufficient to maintain this program 
another year. 


The Budget Committee has spent many hours reviewing all 
aspects of the Budget. The increased amount to be raised is 
due to needed programs or expansion of existing ones. If the 
Town is to progress in a forward direction, the “status quo” can- 
not be tolerated. In the present inflationary period this requires 
extra funds from previous years. Let us hope another year 
will allow progress without additional taxes.

TAX COLLECTOR’S REPORT 


The tax rate for 1969 was again held at $6.90 per hundred 
for the third year in a row. It was not received, however, until 
the middle of November and tax bills could not be mailed until 
November 28th. The discount date was again extended to De- 
cember 31st. Property taxes committed to the collector were 
$22,789.39 more than last year. 


In 1969 the Legislature lowered the age limit on head taxes 
to 68. The age limit on poll taxes, however, remains at 70. A 
penalty of 20¢ was imposed for the first time on poll taxes paid 
after Dec. Ist. This is in addition to the 50¢ penalty on head 
taxes paid after that date. 


The Tax Collector’s convention was held at the Sheraton 
Wayfarer in Bedford, N. H. 


In 1968 the town voted to elect the tax collector for a three 
year term to take effect at the Town Meeting in March, 1969. I 
wish to take this opportunity to thank you for electing me for 
three years, and I will continue to serve you faithfully and per- 
form my duties to the best of my ability.

The year of 1969 has been relatively healthy. There were 
the usual number of contagious diseases such as chicken pox, 
which cannot be prevented. However, the number of prevent- 
able diseases were fewer, indicating that more children are being 
given preventive innoculations. 


As the number of our older population increases, the care 
of the elderly becomes more and more important and necessary. 
Our two major health facilities, namely Huggins Hospital and 
the Carroll County Convalescent Home, are to be commended 
for the excellent care that they give. Also, the Visiting Nurse 


Association deserves words of praise for a job well done. 

The routine work of the health officer such as investigating 
the overflow of cesspools, the odors from pigs, the suitability of 
homes for the care and boarding of children, etc., was carried 
out without difficulty.

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REPORT OF HIGHWAY AGENT 
1969 


TOWN ROAD CONSTRUCTION 


Sewall Road Extension has been completed and tarred, Lake- 
view Terrace and Webster Road have been rebuilt and tarred, 
College Road has been built from Route 16 to John Chamberlain’s 
and is ready for crushed gravel and tar this spring. Brush and 
trees have been cut, removed and burned to Mrs. Dorothy Willey’s. 


A new dock was built at Mast Landing, and Shepard Road 
was built as far as Mrs. Willey’s. The following roads have been 
tarred: Beach Pond, Varney, Bryant, East Wolfeboro Post Office 
to Tyler’s, Forrest Road from Carry Beach to the Airport, Waum- 
beck, Keewaydin, Pleasant, Oak, Clow, Hopewell, Whitten Neck, 
Clark, East Clark, Goodrich, Canopache, and Anagance Lane. 
800 tons of cold patch was put on our wornout roads and streets. 


Last spring we had washouts from Stockbridge Corner to 
Water Village, Shepard Road to Royal Prindall’s, and most all 
the dirt roads in North Wolfeboro. This work took five weeks 
to do. Last winter was one of the worst in years and all of this 
cost the town more money. 


We still have an old 1958 truck. To keep this going in 1969 
$1500 was spent in repairs. I hope we can get a new truck this 
year. 


I want to thank all the departments, Selectmen, and residents 
for ali their help, co-operation, and criticisms.

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SUPERINTENDENTS REPORT 
WATER DEPARTMENT — 1969 


The main line record for water used during 1969 was 
136,780,000 gallons. This is a yearly drop from 1968 of 10,627,000 
gallons, an average of 11,398,333 gallons used per month, com- 
pared with the use of an average of 12,283,917 gallons per month 
for 1968. 


Water meter installation is still incomplete, partly due to the 
number of people whose pipes are not yet adapted for meters, and 
partly due to the lack of public cooperation. Admittedly, some 
places have been closed, and some people do plan on changing 
their pipes and a meter will be installed for them at that time. 
Approximately 80% of water services have been metered to date. 
Some of the remaining 20% will not be metered, such as churches, 
cemeteries, public bath houses, and public faucets. 


Delinquent accounts are still a problem to us and we have 
been far too lenient about people who have problems with their 
sewers and also have their cellar drains connected to the sewer 
system. This is an added expense to the Department and must 
be reflected back to you as customers. Bills must be paid when 
due and customer problems corrected. The hours that are spent 
trying to collect accounts receivable and getting people out of 
trouble with repeat water and sewer problems is far too great. 
Corrective measures will have to be taken. 


Little has been done to the Water Department this year be- 
cause of finances and the unsettled problems with the Sewer 
Department. 


The Department still needs to finish the transmission main 
from Beech Pond to the chlorinating building, and transmission 
main and bigger tank on North Main Street. But when this can 
be done will depend on what has do be done at the sewer plant 
and how much it will cost. 


Beech Pond held up so well this year that all the beaches were 
under water with very little sand areas showing.

1. Funds for a budget which will allow for adequate per- 
sonnel and equipment so that your police department may be 
allowed to function in a reasonable manner. 


2. Cooperation by all members of the community. That is to 
say, if a crime has been committed and someone has knowledge 
that would assist the police in their investigation, it would seem 
reasonable to feel that this person should come forward and give 
the information to the proper authorities, thereby making it 
possible to apprehend the person responsible and thereby stop- 
ping further violations. 


If we were to concern ourselves in the manner which is stated 
in the two categories, the police department would be able to 
operate in a deterrent manner so that the average small town 
erimes would virtually cease to exist and instead of being a part 
of the rising crime rate statistics, we could point with pride to 
the crimes which DID NOT take place in Wolfeboro. I can assure 
you that this is the goal of your local police department. 


A short while ago there was passed a bill in Congress which 
is referred to as the Crime and Omnibus bill and in short was 
brought into being so that among other things, matching funds 
could be made available in the area of law enforcement to states, 
who in turn would make these funds available to police depart- 
ments that might qualify for this assistance. The qualifications 
being that the town applying, deserved and would put to good 
use these funds and that the town would raise a like sum to match 
those which would be furnished by the government. 


Last year, 1969, the police department through the Traffic 
Safety Committee, applied for and received a new radio on the 
state police frequency. Through this program, the town of Wolfe- 
boro paid for the entire cost, $637.00 and were reimbursed by 
the state in the amount of one half or, $318.50. 
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This year we are very fortunate and honored to. have been 
asked to furnish one of four police officers in the entire state for 
special training in the area of juvenile delinquency and related 
work. The training period will be for six months and will be 
funded entirely by The Governor’s Commission on Crime and 
Juvenile Delinquency and through the cooperation of Chief John 
Stips of the Manchester, N. H., police department. 


We are also in the process of bringing forth a proposal to 
be presented to the town budget committee and the Governor’s 
Traffic Safety Committee which will provide for twenty four 
hour dispatching in the police station. This will be funded as 
follows: one half of the entire cost will be paid for by the town 
and the other half of the entire cost will be paid for by the Traffic 
safety Committee. This is an ambitious program and this depart- 
ment will welcome all who are interested in knowing more about 
this program to contact us for the information as the program 
is lengthy and better explained in person. 


The department wishes to extend thanks to all who have 
given aid and assistance to the department during the year just 
past, and once more to pledge ourselves to the task of making 
Wolfeboro a better and safer place in which to live.

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PARKS AND PLAYGROUNDS COMMISSION 


The year of 1969 was full of much building, improvements, 
near future plans, and of course, many problems. 


One of the first problems was the damage found at the 
Brewster Beach Bath-house. The insurance covered a large 
amount of the repair cost but it is hard to believe that vandals 
can destroy the recreation facilities that their parents have pro- 
vided for them. 


The summer beach program was considered very success- 
ful and was well run by our life guards, who conducted the free 
Red Cross swimming lessons. Carry Beach swimmers and sun 
bathers were provided with a part time supervisor, who enforced 
the regulations and kept things running smoothly. 


The building of the Carry Beach Bath-house was the main 
summer project, that continued through most of the season. The 
facilities are the same as the Brewster Bath-house, with rest 
rooms, changing rooms, and emergency quarters. 


Plans to fence off and construct a picnic area, at the far 
end of Carry Beach, were approved by the Town Selectmen, but 
apparently got on the bottom of a priority list. We hope that 
time can be found this spring to finish the project. 


The Fall season brought many thoughtful donations of 
equipment, money and time, for the Abenaki Ski Area. The 
various jobs included painting, grooming the slope, carpentry, 
bulldozing the present slope and trail from the top down, and 
building a new beginners slope. The project that got the most 
attention was the moving of a donated building to the area, which 
has been transformed into the much needed rest rooms, emer- 
gency station, and repair shop. 


The skating rink was once again at the Back Bay area of 
town, and the commissioners decided to provide a supervisor 
to ensure safety. Our proposed budget for 1970 provides funds 
to help develop this recreation area. 


If our recommendation for a Recreation Director is accepted 
for 1970, it will be the end of the “do it yourself commissioners’’, 
and will be the beginning of an organized service to the Town. 
We would like to see a Town baseball team, tennis, ice hockey, 
and many more forms of recreation which our Town should offer. 
However, this can only be accomplished successfully with a 
director, who will be responsible to the Parks and Playgrounds 
Commission. 


The five parks were cared for in the usual manner of mow- 
ing, clipping, and some planting.

On January 1, 1969, a part time secretary joined our staff, 
she works one day a week, keeping the nurses records up to date 
and taking care of the correspondence.

LIBBY MUSEUM TRUST 


Trustees of the Libby Museum 
Wolfeboro, N. H. 


Dear Sirs: 

The attendance at the Libby Museum was a little higher 
than last year. The total for the year was 6,910 an increase of 85. 
During the rainy period of July over 3,500 visitors came to the 
museum. The other months were below the figures for 1968. 
The special acquisition program which was funded by the Camp 
Kehonka and Kilburn gifits was completed this year. A beautiful 
otter was the most impressive new exhibit under this program. 
Also received this year was a grey fox, a red fox, a raccoon, a 
mink, and a baby skunk. The museum would be happy’ to receive 
a new wildcat to replace the faded one on exhibition now. Other 
1969 donations to the museum included Greek oS - 20 Drahma 
and 14 Drahma - donated by Miss Katie Warner of Tuftonboro; 
a 2 Franc French coin donated by Renee M. Perreault of Whitins- 
ville, Mass.; a Lincoln 1969 Penny (new die) given by Irma E. 
Horn of Audubon, N. J.; and from the donation box a new one 
dollar Federal Reserve Note (signed by Joseph W. Barr, as 
Secretary of the Treasury). John S. Mohoney, of Laconia, N. H., 
brought the egg of a Mallard Duck found in an abandoned nest 
near the river. Mr. Richard T. Hall, a summer visitor and resident 
of Lowell, Mass. donated a fine Indian war club. The club has 
a carved face. It was found in Westford, Massachusetts on the 
shore of “Long Sought For Pond” about 1916. Luke Fowler of 
South Wolfeboro brought a clay pipe bowl which he found near 
the former pipe factory. David Deede of Kast Rochester gave 
3 old cut nails, found in Rochester. Mr. and Mrs. Donald 
Knowlton of Mirror Lake donated a 214 gal. Soda-Acid fire 
extinguisher. Mr. Charles O. L. Lawesson of Newark, N. J. 
donated a photo of the SS Chateaugay under steam, as a side- 
wheeler, on Lake Champlain. The print was from the files of 
the Steamship Historical Society of America. The Chateaugay 
has been rebuilt and now is the MS Mount Washington, which 
sails Lake Winnipesaukee during the summer. 

The annual flowers planted in the terraced trays at the 
museum were again provided by the Wolfeboro Garden Club. 
The Municipal Electric Department donated electricity for 
lighting. The Wolfeboro Water Department donated water, and 
the men of the Wolfeboro Police Department checked the 
museum daily. 

Local artists loaned their works for exhibition at the 
museum. I should like to thank the Selectmen, Mrs. Cole, Mrs. 
Jones, the members of the Wolfeboro town departments, the 
artists, the donors and all the volunteers who aided ‘this season.

To The Board of Selectmen, 
Wolfeboro, New Hampshire 


Gentlemen: 


Again in 1969 the members of the Wolfeboro Historical 
Society enjoyed programs covering a wide variety of topics, 
presented not only by well-known lecturers in the world of 
antiques, but also by some of our own members. The season 
opened on Monday, May 5th, with our first program at the 
Pleasant Valley School on the Clark House grounds. Doctor 
Arthur J. Good showed slides and talked on the Good’s recent 
trip to Alaska. Each month from then until the closing meeting 
on November 3rd, outstanding programs were well-attended. 
The June 2nd meeting was especially interesting to many of 
our members who are alumni of Brewster Academy, as the 
Headmaster, Wilfred E. Paro, gave us “A Partial History Related 
to Brewster Academy.” Our summer residents having by this 
time returned in large numbers, the July meeting was of 
immense interest to everyone, as Charles Thompson, Curator 
of the Shaker Village in Canterbury, N. H., was our speaker. On 
August 4th, Robert R. Richardson, a member of the Faculty 
and Director of Studies at Brewster Academy, gave an illustrated 
lecture on “The Battle of Gettysburg’, for which he is well 
qualified, as he has made a special study of the Gettysburg 
historical data, and illustrated his findings with copies of rare 
and seldom seen photographs. 


Due to unforeseen circumstances, Floyd Avery of the 
Department of Public Works in Concord was unable to speak 
at the September Ist meeting, so [ filled in at the last moment 
with a showing of slides of covered bridges I had visited in a 
dozen different places in New Hampshire, and persuaded Vernon 
L. Johnson to show a part of his collection of color slides of 
famous gardens in Hurope as well as in our own country. One 
of the most informative programs was that of October 6th when 
the well-known historian, Janet Macomber, talked on North 
Wolfebore when it was an active and independent community. 
We were happy to have so many of our summer residents staying 
on to enjoy the Fall foliage and this interesting lecture. 


When Hollis Brodrick finished his fascinating talk on 
Muzzle-loading Guns at the November 3rd meeting at the home 
of Mr. and Mrs. Christie P. Hamilton, the members of the Histor- 
ical Society were amazed that our own poorly-equipped but 
courageous soldiers actually did win the Revolutionary War. 
The Hamiltons very kindly agreed ‘to allow Hollis to demonstrate 
the elaborate loading procedure and firing (blank, of course) 
required of each soldier during action. Later in the month Hollis

displayed his prize collection of early British and American 
fire-arms and repeated this demonstration of the firing of a 
“Brown Bess” at Assembly at Brewster Academy where he is a 
Country Day Student. Hollis, who has won recognition as the 
youngest antique dealer in New Hampshire, served this past 
summer as Assistant Curator and Librarian at the Society’s 
Clark House. Dennis Wentworth having gone to Beloit College, 
Mrs. David Fetzer, Curator, was fortunate, indeed, to have 
the assistance of this well-informed young man. After each 
meeting, and well into October, those present were invited to. 
visit Clark House, both Hollis Brodrick and Mrs. Fetzer acting as 
guides. Before Clark House was opened officially to visitors, 
several out-of-town guests who could not return after July 5th, 
as well as a number of classes from both Carpenter School in 
town and the East Rochester School kept us busy and increased 
the attendance long before we were actually ready for visitors. 
The Officers and Directors are most grateful to the various 
Committees who so conscientiously carried out their duties, 
enabling us to have such a successful year. During the summer 
months both Clark House and ‘the School House were kept 
supplied with flowers from their own gardens by Doctor and 
Mrs. Arthur Good, and also by Mrs. Walter Chadwick, who is 
an authority on wild flowers, and whose arrangements prompted 
many complimentary remarks. 


As.we did last year, programs for the season were sent 
to many State and out-of-state Historical Societies and Libraries. 


That the Wolfeboro Historical Society has helped publicize 
Wolfeboro is proven by the fact ‘that guests came not only from 
New Hampshire, Maine, and the other states of New England, 
but also from New York, the District of Columbia, New Jersey, 
Maryland, Virginia, Florida, Pennsylvania, Michigan, Ohio, 
Illinois, Kansas, Mississippi, Wisconsin, California, and many of 
the Provinces of Canada, one from Scotland, and three from 
England.

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Report of Conservation Commission 


Your Commission received an appropriation of $1,000.00 at 
Town Meeting. We were able to get a 50% grant from the 
Spaulding Potter Charitable Funds. We now have $1,500.00 in 
our conservation fund with only a $1,000.00 investment. We hope 
to do the same thing this year. This fund is able to accumulate 
over the years so when a need arises for quick action, we will 
have the funds immediately available to act. 


The Commission has had the County Forester go over the 
Tutt and Sherbourne lots and mark trees for removal as these 
lots need thinning. We should realize a profit from the sale of 
timber of approximately $500.00. Also we were able to get a 
$200.00 grant from the Agricultural Conservation Program for 
hardwood thinning on the Sherbourne lot, which has been done. 
All the above was done at no cost to the Town and will improve 
the Town forest. 


The Sherbourne lot has been used by students from Kings- 
wood Regional High School under the supervision of the County 
Forester for instruction on Timber Management. 


Chairman Bierweiler attended a meeting in Concord with 
the Society for the Protection of New Hampshire Forests and 
other agencies concerning Stampact Island. This project has 
great interest to the Lake Wentworth Association and many 
others. 


We have attempted to do something about conserving the 
Brewster and Clay Pit Heaths as well as Stampact Island but 
have not made much headway. 


We would appreciate any suggestions or help of any kind 
from individuals or groups ‘and would be glad to meet with them 
anytime.

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Report of the Public Works Garage Committee 


The Public Works Garage offers each Town Department 
and the School District an opportunity to purchase gasoline, 
lubricating oils, tires, and repair parts and materials at a 
substantial savings. The service of a qualified mechanic is 
available for all but the complicated or special repair jobs. 


The greatest savings are realized by purchasing gasoline 
and lubricating oils through the State Purchasing Department. 
Gasoline is purchased at a net cost of 17c per gallon and lubricat- 
ing oils at 15¢ to 18c per quart depending on the quality required. 
Repair and replacement parts and materials are purchased at 
wholesale. 


Operating costs such as debt service, electric and water 
service, repair and building maintenance are shared by the 
Municipal Electric Department, the Water and Sewer Department, 
and the Town. The Electric and Water Departments each pay 
40%, and the Town pays 20 per cent of the total cost. Each 
participating Department pays for the gasoline, oil, and parts 
that it uses, but only the Electric and Water and Sewer Depart- 
ments pay for mechanic’s time. 


It is recommended that each Town Department review its 
motor vehicle requirements and arrange to use the facilities 
of the Public Works Garage to the greatest advanitage. With 
increased participation the annual savings to the Town will be 
greater.

This year we acquired a new Chief’s Car to replace one 
which was three years old. The low bidder was Horne’s Garage, 
subsequently a Ford Fairlane was purchased. 


The department has long felt the need of a Fire Boat to 
serve the shore properties. We can now report the gift of such 
a plece of apparatus to the department. 


Mr. Herbert W. Drury of Mirror Lake, long a fire buff 
and a friend of the department, has donated to us his completely 
equipped fire boat which is now in winter storage at Goodhue 
& Hawkins Navy yard. Formal papers transferring this equip- 
ment to us ‘were passed on October 10, 1969. 


We would like to publicly thank ‘Doc’ Drury for this generous 
and thoughtful donation which now fulfills a long wanted need 
for a more complete fire service to the community. 


We would like to thank the Chief, the Department Personnel 
and the public for their cooperation during this year in helping 
to reduce fire dangers - a commendable effort toward saving 
lives and property.

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Chief Engineer’s Report 


To the Board of Fire Commissioners and the Inhabitants of 
the Town of Wolfeboro: 


I herewith submit my reports for the year ending December 
31, 1969. 


The Department answered a total of 86 Alarms for the 
year which consisted of 74 Still Alarms, 11 Box Alarms, and 1 
Engineer’s Call. These were comprised of 20 structual fires, 
16 automobile fires and gasoline spills, 11 grass fires, 4 false 
alarms, 12 smoke scares, 4 resuscitator and rescue calls, and 
11 flooded oil burners. 


In responding to the calls the department traveled about 
344 miles, employed 705 man hours of labor, used 4200 feet of 
21% in. hose, 1750 feet of 114 in. hose, 2975 feet of °4, in. hose, 
raised 193 feet of ladders, used 27 lbs. Purple K. Powder, 10 gals. 
of JC3 oil emulsifier, and 5 gals. of Jet X Foam. 


The estimated value of property, where the damage was 
more than $50.00, totaled $189,250.00 and the estimated loss 
was $92,825.00. The insurance carried on these properties was 
$129,900.00 and the amount paid for damages was $44,310.00. 
There are two small claims that are not completed. 


There were three more new fire alarm boxes installed during 
the past year which gives us a total of 8 new boxes. The new 
box locations are 2 on Pine Hill Rd., 1 on Center St., 1 on Pleasant 
St., 1 on Forest Rd., 1 on Lakeview Drive, 1 on Clark Rd., and 
1 on Anagance Lane. We hope to add a few new boxes each year 
to keep up with the growth of the town. 

The members of the department helped to conduct fire 
drills at the schools, hospital, and dormitories at Brewster 
Academy, made building inspections for Foster Home Licenses 
and Liquor Licenses, and completed inspection of 29 new oil 
burner installations. There were 14 members that attended the 
State Fire School at Fitzwilliams, N. H. and 5 the Lakes Region 
Fire School at Guilford, N. H. They also planned and organized 
a ,Fire Prevention Week Parade and Demonstration, held on 
Sunday, October 5 as a kick off for Fire Prevention Week, which 
received a lot of enthusiasm from the people that attended. They 
also gave classes of instruction in the operation and use of First 
Aid Fire Extinguishers to the Science Classes at Carpenter 
School and one Class at Kingswood. 

I would like to thank the Commissioners, all Firemen and 
the Citizens of the Town for their cooperation.

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Report of the Forest Fire Warden 


The 1969 fire season was a quiet one in ‘this area. Frequent 
rains kept the danger to a minimum and there were few viola- 
tions. Your Forest Fire Warden’s job would be easier if every- 
one understood the State laws that govern the kindling of out- 
door fires. A synopsis of these laws follow: 

Fire Permit 


A fire permit is needed for all outdoor fires in or near wood- 
land anytime the ground is not covered with snow. This includes 
household waste burning, even if in an incinerator, grass burning, 
garden trash as well as brush burning. Such burning is restricted 
by regulation to be prior to 9:00 a.m. and after 5:00 p.m. 
Exceptions 


Commercial or industrial burning is allowed anytime under 
normal conditions with permission of the District Chief and a 
permit from the Fire Warden. 


Camp or cooking fires are allowed on your own property 
with permission of the Fire Warden. On another’s property with 
written permission of the landowner and permission of the Fire 
Warden. The Warden can forbid such fires if in a hazardous 
area. Permits for cooking fires in the White Mountain National 
Forest can be obtained from the Laconia Office or at the Ranger 
Stations. Permits are not required in public camp or picnic 
grounds where fireplaces have been built for this purpose. 
Penalties

$200.00 fine; or imprisonment for not more than 60 days. 


2. For kindling a fire by any means willfully or recklessly 
that shall endanger woodlands, the maximum fine is $500.00 or 
one year’s imprisonment. 


8. For failure to totally extinguish a camp or cooking 
fire before leaving it, the same penalties as in (1) above. 


4, For dropping inflammable material in or near woodland 
maximum fine of $25.00.

REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS 
OF THE MUNICIPAL ELECTRIC DEPARTMENT 


During 1969 the Department purchased 15,527,000 KWH. 

and generated 1,440,900 KWH. Sales of electric energy 
amounted to 15,080,248 KWH, an increase of 11.96% over 
1968. The peak load for the year was 3800 KWH and the average 
load for the year was about 2000 KW. 


It is with sadness that we record 'the death of Leslie N. 
Anderson on October 11, 1969. Mr. Anderson served the De- 
partment with enthusiasm and Yankee good sense, helping guide 
the Department through its growing pains from 1962 to his death. 


A new industry moved into Wolfeboro July 1st and has leased 
the Bell Shop. This industry employs 15 people and manufac- 
tures foam plastics. The company, Tech Craft, Inc., is an old 
company in the field of plastics and it is expected that produc- 
tion will increase and more people will be hired. 


The major project for 1970 will be the addition to the sub- 
station. As mentioned in our report of 1967 the ever increasing 
use of electricity continues and additional capacity will be re- 
quired by late 1969. The substation addition will include a 
3750 KVA (8000 KW) transformer, five 1200 amp. distribution 
switches, and one spare housing for an additional switch. The 
transformer will increase the capacity of the substation to 7000 
KVA (6000 KW) which is the anticipated 1979 peak. 


The present distribution switches are approximately 40 years 
old; are of low capacity and repair parts are no longer available. 
These switches are located in the power plant. The new switches 
will be located at the substation and the feeder circuits will be 
installed underground to the pole lines on F'actory Street. 


The additional transformer and the relocation of the dis- 
tribution switches are in accordance with the previous planning 
of the Department and with the studies made by Chas. T. Main, 
Inc., and Rollins, King and McKone, Inc., both are consulting 
engineering firms. 


Included in the 1970 Warrant is an article authorizing the 
Department to purchase a new bucket truck to replace the pres- 
ent truck which is badly deteriorated. It is estimated that to 
purchase a new chassis, transfer and repair the present body and 
elbow mechanism and paint the unit, an amount equal to 14 
the cost of a new unit will be necessary. Request for bids will 
be forwarded to the major manufacturers so that a firm price 
will be available for Town Meeting. 


Every effort is made to maintain continuous service to our 
customers but conditions beyond our control may cause a service 
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interruption. The cooperation of our customers in reporting 
loss of service will greatly assist the repair crews in locating 
the trouble and will expedite the repair. If the service inter- 
ruption is not caused by a house fuse failure the customer should 
call the Department and report the outage. It is requested that 
the customer call even though the assumes that the outage has 
been reported by someone else. Loss of service, burned out street 
lights, as well as limbs on wires flashes in trees and other unusual 
conditions should also be reported by contacting the Depart- 
ment by telephone at 569-2264 or 569-1115. 


By means of this report the Department conveys its thanks 
and appreciation for the assistance and cooperation received from 
all the other Town Departments.
